• Just like its hard-topped 
cousin, the i8 Spyder is a 
seriously tech-laden chariot. 
It’s classed as a hybrid, 


because it has both electric 
and petrol propulsion. 

Promising up to 113mpg and 
59g/km of C02, the i8 is 
almost as fast as a Porsche 
911 and makes a Prius look 
like a gas-guzzling bloater. | 
Plus, there’s no tax and no 
London congestion charge! g 

• Lightness is a huge aspect | 

of the i8’s success, because i 








the biggest enemy of 
electric/hybrids is battery 
weight. By using aluminium 
for the chassis and carbon 
fibre reinforced plastic for 
the bodyshell, this will weigh 
just under 1,500kg - about 
the same as a Toyota Prius. 

• The i8 is four-wheel drive, 
because it has a 130bhp, 
184lb-ft electric motor turning 


the front rims, while a 220bhp, 
1.5-litre direct injection petrol 
engine/generator provides 
shove to the rear end. So 
although it’s only a 1.5, it’ll 
outgun a V8 M3. Fun! 

• £99,895 is the price of an i8 
coupe.

X-SAS MAN Kenneth 
Jones was 2,500 metres 
up Romania’s 
Moldoveanu mountain 
range when an earth- 
shattering avalanche 
Alone, stripped of supplies and 
shattered hip, it took four days for 
drag himself to safety. Here, he 
his death-defying tale with us... 


Hello Kenneth. First off, why did you want 
to scale such heights alone? 

I was 26 and had finished with the army. 
I wanted a thrill and Moldoveanu - 
a land of wolves, bears and isolation - 
was a fascinating prospect. 


So you’d nearly reached the peak, then 
all hell broke loose. Can you describe 
that moment? 

I heard a chilling groan and a crack 
from above. I just stood there, petrified 
like an imbecile, unable to breathe or 
move. Then a snow-covered ridge - 
a whole 50 metre wide section of the 
mountain - cracked and slid downwards. 


Did you know what to do? 

There’s no Who Dares Wins about it! 

I ran, but you’re in deep snow, weighed 
down by a heavy pack and having to 
plough through thickets of trees. The 
noise and pace of the first avalanche 
was horrifying - human speed can’t 
compete. You can’t outrun an avalanche, 
only get out of its path. I escaped by 
running deeper into the cliff. 

And then what? 

A second avalanche hit. It wasn’t as big 
as the first, but it came quickly, straight 
for me. It was like being smashed by 
a giant wave. You’re just spinning 
around in the snow, trying to get upright 
but being constantly flattened. 

What’s it like being inside an avalanche? 

It’s just a violent white cycle. My army 
drills taught me to start swimming as 
hard as I could, kicking frantically with 
my legs to try to avoid being buried. My 
other thought was being smashed to 
pieces against trees or rocks. You see 
bits of trees in front of you amid all the 
snow spray. Then I went over a cliff. 

Blimey! You went over a cliff? 

Yes. One moment, I was overwhelmed 
by one sense of fear and then another 
I was falling a long way - long enough 
to realise I was f**ked. I landed on my 
backside, the impact pulsed through my 
body and it felt like my lungs had been 


ripped out as the air escaped. I rolled 
head over heels through the forest, with 
items from my rucksack bouncing 
alongside me. Then just blackness. 

Did you think you’d die at that point? 

Well, I never thought, “Oh, I’ll crawl all 
the way back.” I just figured the further 
down the mountain I went, the more 
likely I’d be seen. I left a map with the 
reception desk at the hostel I was 
staying at, but they never alerted rescue. 

What kit did you have? 

A Leatherman tool - basically a Swiss 
Army knife - army survival rations, 
snow clothes and some sausage rolls. 

I only planned for a few days on the 
mountain, so why carry heavier stuff? 

How did you stay mobile? 

I’d crawl in a press-up position for about 
a minute, then collapse, get my breath 
and go again. I was in total agony from 
my knee to my hip, then my other foot - 

because of frostbite _ 

- felt like a block 
of ice. After a while, 
it passed pain 
and developed to 
a swollen dullness. 

That was even more 
worrying. 


HOWTO 
SURVIVE AN 
AVALANCHE! 


What was sleeping 
out there for three 
nights like? 

The cold ravages 
the body. It destroys 
morale and every 
second becomes 
an hour. I knew that 
if I fell asleep my 
body would shut 
down and I’d die. It 
was torture - agony 
and loneliness. By 
the third night, 

I had to physically 
hold my eyes open. 

What goes through 
your mind in those 
moments? 

Paranoia. What if 
a wolf could smell 
my blood? I thought 
about being torn 
apart. I wouldn’t be 
able to stand to 
fight it. In the day, 
exhaustion caused 
hallucinations. I’d 
see my mum’s iced 


Ken’s top tips for frosty freedom... 

• “Keep energy bars and survival 
rations in pockets. The bottom 
of your rucksack’s no good in 
an avalanche.” 

• “Ditch any heavy equipment - 
it’ll weigh you down in your 
escape and bury you further if 
the snow hits you.” 

• “Once it hits, swim or paddle 
upwards - front crawl or 
breaststroke - as hard as you 
can. It’ll help you keep at the 
top of the snow once it settles.” 

• “When it stops, dribble. Your 
saliva will show you which way 
is up as very often victims are 
upside down.” 

• “Create an air pocket - the larger 
the pocket, the longer you can 
survive under the snow.”

How far did you have to crawl to safety? 

On the first day, I did one kilometre. The 
second, I doubled that. On the final day, 

I managed eight. I ditched equipment 
I couldn’t carry, lost a boot and had to 
cross frozen streams. In the freezing 
water, the danger was I couldn’t feel my 
feet - every time I put my foot down 
I doubted I was touching the bottom. 

What happened next? 

I crawled into a village and from there, 
hospital. The police thought I’d been 
chucked off a mountain then driven 
to safety! Frostbite took the tops of 
four toes and my starved stomach was 
so ulcerated it collapsed in on itself. 

I was lucky to keep my leg. 

What was your rehab like? 

It was two years before I took another 
step and three 
years before 
I could walk again. 
Then there was my 
stomach - my SAS 
instructor once told 
me, don’t get shot in 
the stomach as it’s 
the most painful 
way to go. Doctors 
removed most of 
it - I only have 
a third of it left. 



But you’re now back 
on the mountains, 
aren’t you? 

Yes, I organise 
a replica of the 
SAS Fan Dance 
initiation. It’s an 
entry-for-all, 
24-kilometre march 
over both sides of 
Pen y Fan mountain 
carrying a 35lb 
pack. In my prime, 
it took me 3hrs 
40mins carrying 
55lbs and a 101b 
weapon. The fastest 
someone has done 
our lighter one 
is 3hrs 30!
